65 years of age, a veteran of the Civil 
War, committed suicide by taking mor- 
| phine some time Monday night, .it the 
j lodging house ol Mrs. H. Deckhart, 408 
Sixth street. 


That the suicide was deliberate Is evi- 


denced by the condition of the room and 
the instruments of death. 
Before re- 
tiring, Hodge had removed his outer 
clothing, shoes, coiiar and necktie, and 
placed them carefully 
In 
the- room. 


News of the granting of his pension 
caused him' to celebrate with drink, yet 
he was not intoxicated when he went to 
his room, according to Mrs. Deckhart. 
He came to the house in which he was 
found last Saturday night, told his story, 
anfl being penniless, Mrs. Deckhart gave 
him food and lodging. Papers found on 
the body furnish a means of identification 
and a notice of the granting of the pen- 
sion. 


BOTTLE OF POISON. 


On top of the folding bed in which 
the body was found '.rests the telltale 
empty one-eighth ounce bottle, which 
contained the morphine, with the ghastly, 
grinning skull and crossed bones, betok- 
ening the nature of the deadly contents. 
A glass, which had been drained to the 
dregs, stands beside the morphine bottle, 
on which Is crusted the 
dried 
white 


powder. A knife was used to stir the 
powder, and lies resting with the. two' 
glass articles. " 


From the evidence left the suicide was 
planned calmly and coolly. After taking 
the big 'dose Hodge must have at once 
got into bed. pulled the clothes-over-bis 
head and awaited the end. There is no 
evidence of a struggle. The limbs are not 
contorted and the end must have -been 
peaceful. 


Nothing was found which could give 
any cause for the rash act. From papers 
found on the body it Is learned that Hodge 
was admitted to the Veterans' Home, 
at Tountvllle. May 31, 1905, and- dis- 
charged March 3, 1906. Nothing further 
Is known about him. The corone^has 
charge of tba cai«.

CARMAN GUILTY

Oreman alighted to aid the man, but 


the testimony showed that Zimur, on 
taking charge of the car, told him to 
get aboard, and, when he did so, sent 
the car ahead at full speed without 
learning how seriously McDonald was 
hurt.

most valued service. 
"Some women and 
children 
were 


killed or 
wounded 
by 
preliminary 


shelling at a distance. 
The 
Moro« 


were outlaws and fanatics, and re- 
fused to surrender to the last, attempt- 
ing repeatedly to murder our forces, 
•who were rescuing wounded Moros 
The Moro Sultan and leading Dattos 
rendered great assistance, and the sur- 
rounding population is In great sympa- 
thy with the course taken to remove 
the gang of cutthroats, who were prey- 
Ing upon the community, retreating as 
occasion required to what they sup- 
posed to be impenetrable fastnesses. 


'There was no klllng of any one ex- 


cept such as was indispensable to end 
an intolerable situation. 
The attack 


was not ordered until every resource 
looking to a •possible adjustment had 
failed. The troops and officers are de- 
serving of the highest praise."

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The dry 


dock Dewey may become-a "white ele- 
phant" when It reaches 
the 
Philip- 


pines. Tilers seems to he no place In 
the archipelago suitable for Its loca- 
tion. Just how It -will be utilized was 
a puzzle to tho Senate this afternoon. 
It was declared that the harfcor of 
Manila was too shallow; also the har- 
bor at Subig bay.

Officials of the Navy

Pacific Coast, thereby Incurring ths 
danger and expense of towing the dock 
through three oceans and, the Suez 
canal. They said there was no choice 
in the matter, as the law required the 
department to award the contract to 
the lowest bidder. 


SUBMITTED BID. 


The-Union Iron Works submitted 


bid, but the department officials say 
Its bid was so much higher than thai 
of the Maryland Steel Company that !i 
was cheaper to build the dock at Spar- 
rows Point and tow it from the Atlan- 
tic Coast to Cavlte than to build at 
San Francisco and tow It across tha 
Pacific- 
At -the time of awarding the 


contract the question of the cost o: 
towing was considered, Including tolls 
through the Suez canal, and It was en- 
tlmated that the Maryland Steel Com- 
pany's bid was the lowest, making lib- 
eral allowance for the cost of towing, 
Officials were asked If the cost of tow- 
Ing was not, as a mater of fact, much 
greater than estimated, and If the'ex- 
penses were not already greater than 
would have been incurred .by building 
at San Francisco under the higher bid 
and towing across the Pacific.

denied this and Insisted that the dock 
would be landed at Cavlte for less 
money than If It had been built on the 
Pacific Coast.

BIG PROJECT. 


Ground was broken yesterday for the 


plant of the Oakland Chemical Company, 
which will be located at Melrose and 
which when completed will be one of tha 
largest manufacturing Industries on tho 
Pacific Coast. 
The new plant will be 


located at a point Just north of the east 
end of the tidal canal, 
where 
eighty 


acres of land have been secured which 
He on both sides of East creek, south- 
east of Melrose, and facing the main 
line of .the Southern Paclflc Company. 
Frank M. Smith, the "borax king," la 
president and H. Dumont secretary of 
the new company, which has been capi- 
talized at 5250,000. 
It Is a close cor- 
poration. 
The new plant is to be erected by 
Smith, Emery & Co., chemical engineers 
of San Francisco. The plant is to be 
built In units, and the first ur.lt, which 
will bo a sulphuric acid plant, will con- 
slSt of three buildings, for which ground 
was broken yesterday. 
These buildings 
will bo 300x80, 80x40 and 50x40 feet In 
size and will form a complete plant for 
the 
manufacture 
of 
sulphuric 
acid. 
Later other buildings .for the manufac- 
ture 
of 
nitric, 
murlatlo and hydro- 
chlor'io acids and other heavy chemicals 
will be added, also facilities for the mak- 
ing and refining

chemically 
pure 
chemicals. 


SAVE

It Li the purpose of the. company not 
only to replace by manufacture the 
heavy chemicals now Imported from the 
East at great expense in freight charges, 
but to utilize the large bodies or iron 
pyrites ore which have been found on 
property near Leona Heights. 
The new company will employ several 
hundred men, both at the factory at 
Melrose and the quarries at 
Leona 
Heights. 
The fact that the company 
has large bodies of ore closa at hand 
will make delays In the securing of raw 
materials for the making of the chemi- 
cals. Impossible and will insure steady 
operation of the plant. 
The new Industry will bring in Its 
train many other enterprises -which de- 
pend for their operation on the .heavy 
chemicals which will be produced by this 
company, but of which it has hitherto 
been almost Impossible to obtain a suf 
ficlent supply for their needs.

"Yes, I have accepted the office of 


president, but only for a time—positively 
for not more than a year. 
Yes, I am 


fond of club life and Its relations, but as 
to giving up all my time to It I am de- 
cidedly not willing to do ED. Home life 
Is too precious and sacred to me. and 
while I enjoy my work, my domestic 
duties come first, and I have no ambition 
and, In fact, object to the holding of of- 
fice. 


"Mrs Hume, our past president, is an

sustained, 
excepting In Consolidated

Traction, for -the collapse of 


which there was ample justification. 
Renewed firmness In the money mar- 
ket, however, exercised e. somewhat 
adverse Influence. While the prospects 
of acute stringency, have apparently 
disappeared conditions favor firm rates 
for the next two or three weeks. Divi- 
dend disbursements Incidental to the 
middle of the month caused a tempor- 
ary stringency, but as these sums were 
again released that element of disturb- 
ance quickly passed away. Within a 
faw days there will be a demand owing 
to April settlements, after which, how- 
ever, the money market should gradu- 
ally assume normal conditions. Bank 
reserves have been strengthened 
by 


recent contraction In loans resulting 
from stock market liquidation. This In 
Itself Is a favorable feature. 
A very considerable volume of loans 


has been transferred to the other side, 
and this Is a relief to New York banks. 
At one time conditions favored gold im- 
ports, and about $1,250,000 was posi- 
tively engaged In the London market 
for this side. The issue, however, of 
•a Russian loan for $62,000,000 quickly 
checked the tendency to ship gold from 
New York, flrmer money rates follow- 
ing immediately at Berlin, Paris and 
London. 
The reports of a deadlock 


over the Morocco situation also exer- 
cised a. somewhat chilling effect In the 
foreign markets; the determined atti- 
tude of France 
making the outlook 


again appear stormy. 


Owing to this change, a conservatlvs 


feeling has set In again with European 
bankers, and New York will feel tiiu 
effect of this while It lasts by the cur- 
tailment of credits, which at present 
Wall Street Is mainly relying upon In 
the event of a squeeze In the money 
market between now and the 1st of 
April. 
There Is, however, no reason 
to apprehend any very serious disturb- 
ance In the New York money market, 
as after the middle of April the crop 
moving money will flow this way in 
considerable amount. 
Partial subsi- 


dence of excessive speculation, recent 
liquidation, and the shifting of loans to 
London have afforded very material 
relief to the local situation; and while 
it is premature to look for easy rates 
the prospects for undue stringency are 
now much more remote. 
The money 


market, therefore, Is not likely to be a 
serious obstacle to reasonable Stock 
Exchange activity for a much longer 
period. 


ARE RESTRICTED. 


Stock Exchange operations are much 


restricted, partly owing to a large ab- 
sentee list, many of our big and active 
operators being absent for one reason 
or another and still Indisposed to re- 
enter the market 
with any freedom. 


Apparently they are awaiting the turn 
of events, and- are not inclined to In- 
vest freely at this level. General busi- 
ness, it is true, continues active; this 
fact being demonstrated by very en- 
couraging railroad earnings and con- 
tinued heavy bank clearings. 
Much 


depends upon the crop outlook. 
Thus 


far no serious injury seems to have 
been done to winter wheat, and the 
season Is now so well advanced that 
that cereal should now be beyond dan- 
ger of harm by frost. 
Certainly the 


business and the crop outlook are fa- 
vorable, and to this extent the recovery 
In the stock market was perfectly jus 
tlHed. 


A good deal of hesitancy, however, Is 


created by the threat of a strike in the 
coal trade. I cknibt whether one will 
take place, however, owing to the fact 
that It would be sure to result in fail- 
ure on the part of the strikers. There 
Is too much coal piled up in operators' 
hands and the weather Is too mild to 
make any urgent demand for coal from

According to a New York dispatch, President 
Jeffrey of the Western Pacific said the suit only involved a small 
plot of land of comparatively slight importance. 
"The AVestern 


Pacific," Mr. Jeffrey is quoted as saying, "has 145 acres of land at 
Oakland, so its terminal facilities are in no way endangered by the 
decision. As a matter of fact, work has already been begun on 
the terminal site." 
• 


This does not sound as if the Western Pacific has been shut 


out of Oakland. It contains no note of discouragement and should 
give heart to some of the local pessimists who can read nothing but 
disaster for Oakland in Judge Morrow's decision. Besides, there 
is the Supreme Court still to be heard from, and the possibility, if 
not the probability, of the Southern Pacific and Western 
Pacific 


amicably adjusting their differences in a way that will permit both 
to enjoy ample deep water facilities at their terminals. At any 
rate, there is no reason to despair. As the Western Pacific officials 
assure us that their determination to build into Oakland is unaltered, 
we may count on the road coming. That ought to make Oakland- 
ers feel pretty good, no matter in what light they view the Morrow 
decision.

and children. If there were women and children in the crater, 
some of them must have been slain. This is to be deeply regretted, 
but it is difficult to see how it could have been avoided. It seems 
that the.recalcitrant Moros were not attacked till every effort to 
pacify them and induce them to surrender had been'exhausted.

$489,000 bond issue for the construction of a complete system of 
outlets for sewers and storm water drains. The plans have been 
long considered and carefully drawn, and the estimates of cost are 
conservative. 
AA'e assume there will be little, if any, opposition to j 


voting these bonds. It \\oulcl be a public misfortune if they should 
be voted down. To defeat this project at this time would be a 
severe backset to the city and justify the derisive statement so often 
made in other communities, that Oaklanders will only vote bonds 
for schools. These outlet sewers are a crying necessity. 
The 


whole water front is being polluted and 
poisoned 
because 
the 


sewage of the city is now deposited -on the shores or in the shallow 
water adjacent to create stenches and disease. This condition in- 
terferes with the growth of the 
city because of the abominable 


nuisances in the vicinity of manufacturing plants and wharves. 
It 


is a menace to public health and is a reproach to an^ enlightened 
and prosperous community. It is to be hoped the Board of Health, 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Merchants' Exchange, the Building 
Trades' Council, the Labor Council and all other public and civic 
bodies will take this matter up attd urge popular approval of the 
sewer bond issue. It is a, question that really has only one side to it.

Protestant Sunday schools are trivial, grotesque, and frequently 
dangerous, is the opinion of the Rev. William P. Merrill, pastor of 
the Sixth Presbyterian Church, expressed yesterday in an address 
at the Presbyterian Sunday School Institute, held at the Second 
Presbyterian Church. Dr. Merrill spoke on "Music in the Sunday 
School." 


"The trouble with our church and Sunday school music," he 


said, "is that it is looked upon as a hunter considers the meat which 
he puts into his trap. We don't have any thought for nourishing 
the victim after we have got him in the trap. In these dayg of 
evolution, when we are in doubt as to. whether, we should call 'God 
'he' or 'it' we are coming to think it childish to 
feel 
that God 


waits the worship of his children, but the attitude of devotion is 
what we need. 


"Songs concerned with the sorrow and pain of this life, the 


longing for the heavenly home and the like are 
dangerous, "are 


grotesque in a Sunday school, if indeed they have a place anywhere. 


"Doggerel and other trash should be ruled out of the Sunday 


school, and ragtime music should be strictly barred. 


"Evangelistic hymns are\ absolutely unfit for the use of chil- 


dren in a Sunday school. The children should have an atmosphere 
of joyous devotion. We need sorely to arrange our Sunday school 
music in accord with the Savior's warning against 'causing the little 
ones to stumble.' "

SUGAR BEET GROWING IN 


THE SAN JOAQUIN 


Expert at University Issues Bulletin 


Upon Important Subject- 


Conclusions Drawn 


BERKELEY, March 21.—Sugar beet 


growing In ihe San Joaquln Valley Jj 
discussed by 
Professor 
George 
W. 


Shaw at length in a bulletin he has 
just Issued. He says: 
. "The possibility of, sugar-beet cult- 
ure in the 8an Joaquln Valley hag been 
a matter of Jnermlttent Inquiry from 
the earliest history of th« sugar-beet 
Industry In California.- The uncertain 
rainfall, the extreme heat of the »um- 
rner months, and, until recent years, 
the lack of 
lUtcilltle* 
for irrigation, 


have all been factors militating against 
the development of (the 
industry !n 


that portion of the State. 
Naturally 


the industry was first drawn to tho 
coast counties, and largely on account 
of the more certain moisture condi- 
tions. 


"Within the past two years, however, 


there has been renewed Interest shown 
in the industry generally, and with it 
"has come frequent 
inquiries of its 


probable success in the San Joaquln 
Valley. 


NEEDED PARTICULARS. 


"Ever since 1887 
the 
Experiment 


Station has directed more or less at- 
tention at time to the analysis of sugar 
beets grown in the region in question. 
The miscellaneous analyses, however, 
give practically no -particulars as to 
cultural conditions, from which fact 
It becomes well-night 
impossible to 


form a fair Judgment as to their bear- 
ing further than to decide whether or 
not the samples as they stood wouH 
be acceptable for sugar-making pur- 
poses. An examination in detail of the 
analyses published in the reports re- 
veal generally a very poor showing for 
the San Joaquln Valley, but when we 
consider that persons growing these 
beets were without experience in beet 
growing; that the time of application 
of water Influences much the sugar- 
content of the beet at maturity, and 
that nothing is stated as to this im- 
portant point although many of the 
samples must have been grown under 
irrigation; and still further, that a 
number of the samples -were either im- 
mature or had started a second growth,
